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INTRODUCTION 


The Indiana University Libraries have a major collection of materials in African 
languages. While not the largest collection in the United States, the entire collection is 
accessible to the public. The Indiana University Libraries do not have a cataloguing 
backlog, nor are materials included in collection level records. All materials have full, 
minimal or provisional cataloguing records. 

The collection of African language materials at Indiana University has been built 
since the early 1960s. While older materials have been acquired for the collection, the 
majority of materials are from post-independence Sub-Saharan African countries. Thus, 
there is relatively little overlap between this catalogue and the recently published, A 
Bibliography of African Language Texts in the Collections of the School of Oriental and 
African Studies, University of London, to 1963 (London: Zell, 1994). 

Just as the School of Oriental and African Studies has archival materials from 
early missionary work on African languages, Indiana University has a significant 
collection of field recordings of African language materials housed in the Archives of 
Traditional Music. Most of these field recordings are found only at Indiana University. 
They include materials from the Archives of the Languages of the World collected by 
C. F. and F. M. Voegelin of Indiana University, as well as field recordings of African 
language texts made by anthropologists, linguists, historians, ethnomusicologists and other 
scholars. Recently films in African languages made by African filmmakers have been 
added to the Library’s Media Collection. More will be added as they become available 
on videotape. 

The Indiana University Libraries have a commitment to building a collection of 
materials for learning as many Sub-Saharan African languages as possible, and acquiring 
texts in selected languages with a focus on the following languages and language families: 
Afrikaans, Bambara, Berber, Chadic, Cushitic, Dyula, Fula, Hausa, Igbo, Kikuyu, Krio, 
Kru, Lingala, Mande, Mende, Ndebele, Omotic, Oromo, Shona, Somali, Sotho, Swahili, 
Temne, Tiv, Tswana, Twi, Wolof, Xhosa, Yoruba and Zulu. 

Since this catalogue was completed, a large number of Somali language materials 
have been received from the personal collection of Bogumil Andrzejewski and tapes of 
the BBC Somali Service from 1957 to the present are being added to the Archives of 
Traditional Music. A significant number of Mandean language materials from the 
personal collection of Charles Bird also have been added recently. 

The purpose of this catalogue is to call attention to African language materials in 
the Indiana University Libraries and make them more accessible. Only materials 
acquired since 1976 are available online in OCLC. Materials with provisional records are 
available only in Indiana University’s online catalogue, for recently acquired materials, 
and in a card file for elementary linguistic materials which will never be officially 


catalogued. 


Scope 
The focus of this catalogue is material in African languages and literatures-- 


materials in the Library of Congress P classification. Although some materials in other 


Library of Congress classifications are included, it is impossible to locate all African 
language materials in a library collection of more than 5 million volumes where there is 
no separate African collection. Therefore, this catalogue does not represent the 
complete African language holdings in the Indiana University Libraries. 

Arabic materials have not been included in this catalogue because of the difficulty 
of separating records for North African Arabic from Middle Eastern Arabic, especially 
for literature, in the Library of Congress classification. Materials from the African 
reprint collection, which are accessible through a card file, are not included. Only books, 
pamphlets, serials, microforms, and audio and videotapes are included. 

The catalogue includes materials received through mid 1993. However, there are 
relatively few entries for materials published in the 1990s, since materials published in 
Africa in the late 1980s still were being received in early 1993. 

This catalogue includes only materials currently in the Indiana University 
Libraries. Allcatalogue entries were checked in the shelflist to verify call numbers and 
whether the materials had been lost. Card file entries for uncatalogued materials were 
checked against the uncatalogued collection to verify their accuracy and whether the 
materials were still in the collection. 

A variety of records were used to compile this catalogue. Catalogue cards were 
used for the majority of entries for materials acquired through the end of 1989. Online 
entries for catalogued materials and provisional records were used for Main Library 
materials acquired from 1990 until mid 1993. Online entries were used for all materials 
held by the Archives of Traditional Music, since all field recordings in the Archives of 
Traditional Music are included in Indiana University's online catalogue regardless of the 
date of their receipt. A card file created by students employed by the Librarian for 
African Studies, not cataloguers, was used for materials in the uncatalogued African 
Studies collection. 

It must be emphasized that this is a catalogue compiled from a variety of library 
records: fully catalogued, minimally catalogued, and provisionally catalogued, not a 
bibliography which has been edited for consistency of entry form. The provisional 
records for materials in open stacks--what Indiana University calls the Frontlog--are 
created by library staff in the Monographic Processing Services Department. The 
provisional records for materials in the uncatalogued African Studies collection-- 
permanently uncatalogued in the official sense because they are elementary level 
materials, pamphlets or in poor condition--are created by students with African Studies 
background, but no formal training in library cataloguing procedures. The entries reflect 
the diversity of the sources used in compiling this catalogue. No attempt has been made 
to reconcile inconsistencies in entry form. 


Format 

The catalogue is arranged by language. As is well-known, there 
agreement among linguists on the classification of African languages, 
been.

an early twentieth century African language classification, and the Library of Congress 


has been slow to revise this classification and add new language codes for languages 
about which material is currently being written. 

To the best of our ability, (none of us are African linguists), we have tried to 
provide cross-references for alternate language names, and to group together materials 
for which different language names have been used over time. We have consulted a 
variety of comprehensive sources including: Mann and Dalby’s, A Thesaurus of African 
Languages (London: Zell, 1987), Meier's, Bibliography of African Languages (Wiesbaden: 
Harrassowitz, 1984), the "Checklist of African Language and Dialect Names" in Current 
Trends in Linguistics, Vol. 7 (The Hague: Mouton, 1971), the Ethnologue 10th edition 
(Dallas: Summer Institute of Linguistics, 1992) and the "Index of Tribal Names" in 
Murdock's Africa, Its Peoples and Their Culture History (New York: McGraw Hill, 1959) 
as a last resort for names not appearing elsewhere. We also consulted members of the 
Linguistics Department at Indiana University. 

The list of languages and cross-references appears on pages 6-10. This is a "mine 
field" that linguists will know how to negotiate. It provides a guide to the organization of 
this catalogue and more cross-references than are found in official cataloguing records. 
We hope that it will facilitate use of this catalogue. 

Separate lists of periodicals and videotapes that focus on African languages and 
linguistics follow the list of African language names. All monographs are listed in the 
main section of the catalogue under language. Ifa work is about one to three languages, 
it islisted under the appropriate language or languages. At the end of the language 
section general works which cover the continent or a large region are listed. Geographic 
headings follow the language section of the catalogue. Works about more than three 
languages are listed under the appropriate geographic heading. 

The bibliographic information provided for each entry is that included in the 
cataloguing records upon which the entries are based. Since records for the Archives of 
Traditional Music are long and detailed, these records have been shortened. Persons 
using the Indiana University Libraries online catalogue can see the complete records by 
selecting the long view option. For materials in the uncatalogued African Studies 
collection, the reading level (elementary, secondary or children's book) and a general 
subject are noted. 

At the end of each entry is a call number, for materials with full or minimal level 
cataloguing, or appropriate location symbol for other materials. For recently received 
materials with provisional cataloguing there is a seven digit alphanumeric accession code 
(ex. ABC1234). These materials are in open stacks and can be borrowed locally or on 
interlibrary loan, just as can catalogued materials with call numbers. Within 12 to 18 
months all of these materials with provisional records will be catalogued at the full or 
minimal level. 

Materials at the Archives of Traditional Music have one or two numbers. All 
records have an alphanumeric accession number. An ATL number indicates that a 
listening copy is available. Listening copies can be made on request for materials that do 
not have them as long as there are no restrictions placed on the material by the donor. 
Materials in the Archives of Traditional Music may be used on site. For information 
about off site access to specific materials contact Mary Russell Bucknum (Archives of 


Traditional Music Library, 120 Morrison Hall, Indiana University, Bloomington IN 
47405). 

Materials in the uncatalogued African Studies collection are designated by the 
location UCE660. These materials may be used on site and may be borrowed from the 
African Studies Office in the Library by members of the Indiana University, Bloomington, 
community. Photocopies of materials not covered by copyright can be obtained for the 
cost of photocopying plus postage from the Librarian for African Studies (Main Library 
E660, Indiana University, Bloomington IN 47405). 

The names in the author index are those used on the various types of cataloguing 
records from which this catalogue has been compiled. In some cases an author's name is 
listed in two or more ways. We have made no attempt to reconcile these discrepancies, 
since it would prevent people from finding the author's work using Indiana University's 
various library catalogues. This problem is not unique to Indiana University. It reflects 
changes in cataloguing rules, the absence of national authority records for many author's 
names, the existence of local online and card catalogues which are not both searched 
when current materials are catalogued, and variations in the transliteration of names, 
especially for languages in non-Roman scripts. 

The format problems in this catalogue are a reflection of more general problems 
experienced in all libraries that collect and catalogue African language materials. Most 
of these materials are catalogued by persons who do not know the languages in which the 
materials are written. Since no library could hire cataloguers who know the hundreds of 
languages represented in this catalogue, these problems willremain even should there be 
more pooling of expertise nationwide in the cataloguing of African language materials. 


Compilation 
The compilation of this catalogue was a team project by staff of the African 
Studies Library office that took over two and a half years to complete. Initial input of 
records from print and online sources was done by Naomi Fisher and Lara Britton. 
Design of the catalogue and management of the computer files was the responsibility of 
Donna Mortensen. Donna Mortensen and Naomi Fisher proofread the copy twice, 
checked the indexes against the catalogued entries, edited and corrected the catalogue. 
Nancy Schmidt was the general designer and supervisor of the project, who dealt with 
issues related to African language names and resolving the numerous problems that arose 
during the project. 
We are grateful to Bob Botne and Paul Newman of the Indiana University 
Linguistics Department who helped us identify African languages and answered 
numerous questions as we tried to resolve problems with entries for the catalogue.

Library’s technical service departments who has assigned responsibility for African 
language materials. Since the early 1960s many individuals in the Library’s acquisitions, 
serials, cataloguing and catalogue maintenance departments have created records which 
appear in this catalogue. As a result of sharing cataloguing records in OCLC, even 
individuals at other libraries have created some records which appear in this catalogue. 

This catalogue could not have been compiled without financial support from 
African Studies Program grant funds which enabled Naomi Fisher and Lara Britton to 
work on the project. The African Studies Program also agreed to publish and distribute 
the catalogue at the nominal cost of $20, so that individuals as well as libraries could 
afford to acquire it. If a commercial publisher had distributed this catalogue, the cost 
would have been closer to $200 than $20! We are grateful to Patrick O’Meara, former 
Director, and Brian Winchester, current Acting Director, of the African Studies Program 
for their support of this project.
